W ASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (JP\ — 
M ilitary chiefs of the 12 N orth At­

U. S., Canada Sign 
Economic Pact 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 26

Canada and the United States re­ 
newed a World War II military 
partnership today with a six-point 
agreement 
to 
pool

Secretary of State Acheson and 
Ambassador Hume Wrong signed 
an exchange of notes which put 
Into effect a “statem ent of princi­ 
ples’* aimed at tightening the pres­ 
ent close cooperation between the 
neighbor nations.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 26

Canada and the United States re­ 


newed a World War II military 
p>atnership today with a six-point 
agreement 
to 
pool 
economic 
re- 
lources in building up their de­ 
fenses. 


Secretary of State Acheson and 
Ambassador Hume Wrong signed 
an exchange of notes which put 
Into effect a “statem ent of princi­ 
ples’' aimed at tightening the pres­ 
ent close cooperation between the 
neighbor nations. 


Acheson said the statement “re­ 
affirms 
and 
re-invigorates” 
the 
principles of the 1941 Hyde Park 
agreement which meshed U. S. and 
Canadian industry in wartime. The 
1941 pact was signed by the late 
President Roosevelt and Canadian 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 
The new agreement pledges that 
skills, raw m aterials and finished 
products will be shared in expand­ 
ing American and North Atlantic 
defenses against the threat of ag­ 
gression. 
C. D. Howe, Canadian minister 
of trade and commerce, who took 
part in the signing ceremony at 
the State Department, told report­ 
ers that if the U. S. cuts back 
automobile 
or 
other 
production, 
Canada will follpw suit. 
Howe said Canada will match to­ 
day’s American action barring the 
use

Two Mayo Clinic Doctors 
Share 1950 Nobel Prize 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Oct. 26 


(ZP)—The 1950 Nobel Prize in medi­ 
cine was awarded jointly tonight to 
two Mayo Clinic doctors and 
a 
Swiss professor for their work on 
two hormones that relieve rheu­ 
matoid arthritis and open a new 
field of research on other diseases. 
The winners are Dr. Edward C. 
Kendall, 64, chief of the biochemis­ 
try laboratory of the Mayo Clinic at 
Rochester, Minn.; 
Dr. 
Philip S. 
Hench, 54, head of the Mayo Clinic 
medical section; and Dr. Tadeusz 
Reichstein, 53, professor of chemis­ 
try at the University of Basel. They 
will divide prize money of 164.303 
crowns ($31,715). 
The official 
citation 
said 
the 
prize was awarded “for their dis­ 
coveries regarding the hormones of 
the adrenal cortex, their structure 
and biological effects.” 
Cortisone and acth are the hor­ 
mones—cell secretions that stimu­ 
late the activity of cells elsewhere 
lr. the body—on which the three 
have specialized. 
In addition to work at the clinic, 
Dr. Hench and Dr. Kendall are both 
professors in the Mayo Foundation, 
which is part of the graduate school 
of the University of Minnesota's 
medical department. Part of their 
cortisone research was carried on

Truman Tries Again 


After his miraculous success as an election fore­ 
caster In 1948, President Truman might well rest on 
his laurels. Of course, it might be pointed out that in 
1948 Truman didn’t really think he had a Chinaman’s 
chance of being elected. His ‘‘forecasts” were merely 
an act he was putting on, and none of his cabinet 
thought he would be back in. With one or two excep­ 
tions, he has kicked out all the men who were in his 
cabinet then because they refused to campagin for him. 
As the Literary Digest and the “scientific” poll­ 
sters discovered, the way to lose a reputation for in­ 
fallibility is to make one prediction too many. But Mr. 
Truman has now Issued a prediction for 1950, and once 
again he is going against all the dope. 
In 1948 the public opinion polls disagreed with Mr. 
Truman by a wide margin. So did most Democrats as 
well as nearly all Republicans. So did a consensus of 
veteran political reporters, whose past record was 
better than that of the polls. Mr. Truman was obvious­ 
ly whistling in the dark, trying to convince himself 
that he stood a chance. 
The other day he tried again. He told a press 
conference there would be a Democratic landslide 
next month, one that would surprise as many people 
as his 1948 victory. Could he be accidentally right 
again? 
One may venture to doubt it. Off-year elections, 
when no presidential candidates are running, have 
almost invariably cost the party in power some con­ 
gressional seats. There is no handwriting on the wall 
to indicate that things are likely to be different In 
1950. If the Democrats should actually gain seats, the 
results would be like a miracle. 
Mr. Truman did produce a similar miracle in 1948, 
certainly, but it looks as if he is pressing his luck 
this year. One miracle should be enough for anybody.

American Novels 


One of the finest collections of American novels 
has been received by the University of Virginia library, 
the gift of Mrs. Robert Coleman Taylor of New York 
City. It comprises examples of all important and many 
unimportant pieces of fiction from the beginnings to 
the present day. Included are many first edtions, 
among •which those of “Huckleberry Finn,” Haw­ 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter” and “Ben Hur” would glad­ 
den any collector. The gift has been roughly appraised 
at $25,000. While this may be an accurate figure now. 
It will rise later on; for as complete a collection as 
this could be reassembled, if at all, only at higher 
prices. 
Curiously enough, there is no American fiction 
earlier than the Revolution, though other fields of 
literature were copiously represented. Would-be novel 
writers may have been discouraged by the stiff com­ 
petition from England, for such great masters as 
Fielding, Smollett, Sterne and Richardson were found 
in every book-owning household. 
“The Power of 
Sympathy,” whose authorship is uncertain, is the first 
American novel; it was published in 1789, and is a 
thin story of illicit love, sugar-coated with moral 
reflections. The first good novel, which has been re­ 
printed in recent years, did not appear until 1815. 
This was “Modem Chivalry” by Hugh H. Braeken- 
ridge. 
It is an account of the adventures of Capt. 
Farrago and his servant Teague O'Regan as they 
Journey over the United State?. 
The students who trace our fiction from these 
modest beginnings to the abundant output of today 
will have a most enjoyable time of it, and will r?aiii 
a new light on the United States.

Overriding The Veto 


Will the United Nations in the end be wrecked by 
the big-power veto? That has been a question over­ 
hanging every development of the international body 
since the free-swinging use of the veto was begun 
by Russia. The swift action which has been taken to 
nullify the veto in dealing with aggression may point 
to the answer. The UN may already have become a 
sufficiently well established institution, with a mind 
and character of its own, to refuse to'be wrecked. 
The plan which has been approved by the Political 
Committee provides machinery by which the General 
Assembly can take over at once any problem of inter­ 
national aggression in which Security Council action 
is blocked by a veto. The Assembly is a bigger and 
more unwieldy body. But if the temper of its members 
in dealing with a future aggression is as clear and 
overwhelming as it has been in the matter of Korea, 
then it will be able to take prompt and effective action 
If necessary. 
The net effect is the voiding of the veto in one 
field of UN action. A precedent is set for the nullifica­ 
tion of the veto in any other field whenever the over­ 
whelming njajority of the member nations conclude 
that the use of the veto is 'tying the hands of their 
International body. In this significant action the 
United Nations shows, more clearly than ever before, 
the promise that it may become a body capable of 
neutralizing the strength of any major power which 
refuses to co-operate with it.

Blood More Complicated 
Than Water 
W 


HEN I WENT to school the 
m atter of blood grouping was 
relatively simple. There were 
four types: I, II, ni, and IV. 
Several years latter the numerals 
gave way to the letters A, B, AB, 
and O and this classification is 
more descriptive of certain con­ 
stituents ttiat are responsible for 
the differences in our blood. 
Each group has specific substan­ 
ces th at we will call blood factors, 
as a m atter of convenience. Some of 
us have factor A or B or a com­ 
bination of A and B. The remainder 
have none and are called group O. 
The reason why the blood of differ­ 
ent groups cannot be mixed is be­ 
cause the cells clump and stop 
functioning when they are incom­ 
patible. The exception is the most 
common group, O or IV, that will 
mix with every other group because 
it does not contain specific blood 
factors th at are the trouble makers. 
W hen a series of 100 individuals is 
typed, only five will belong to the 
rarest blood group, AB or I; 40 to 
A or n; 40 to A or II; 10 to group 
B or III, and the remainder to O 
or IV. 


These are the m ain blood types. 
In Chicago, where typing is being 
recommended 
for everyone, 
they 
expect to tattoo the results on the 
outer aspect of the left side of the 
chest. This would supplant the dog 
tags th a t could be blown off with 
the extremities in a bomb attack. 
The plan has m erit because the 
blood type never changes and, in 
case of emergency, precious m inutes 
or hours are saved if the blood type 
is known immediately. I t m ight well 
be th at in the future the American 
will be singled out because of his 
vaccination and tattoo marks. 
There is nothing particularly dif­ 
ficult about blood grouping but the 
subject becomes m uch more con­ 
fusing when the Rh factor is taken 
into consideration. The R h factor is 
like factors A and B in th at it is 
present in some and not in others; 
85 per cent of the population is R h 
positive and 15 per cent, R h nega­ 
tive. Furtherm ore, the Rh factor 
has been subdivided into RhO, R hl, 
Rh2, rh ’ rh ”, h r’, h r” and m any 
others. There also is an M and N 
classification. 


W ith all these subdivisions there 
are at present no less th an 864 pos- . 
sible combinations of blood types. 
Since blood groups are hereditary, 
studies along this line often are 
made by anthropologists. In fact, 
some of these authorities suggest 
th at we classify races on the basis 
of blood types rather th an geografy, 
skin color, or the shape of the head 
or eyelids. 
In cases of disputed paternity, 
blood tests are common. Samples 
are removed from the m other and 
child, and from the m an who is 
being questioned. The results th a t 
follow m ust be analyzed carefully. 
They can prove th a t trie m an is not 
the father and therein lies their 
value. Beyond this, they show th at 
the m an could be the father but 
whether he actually is rem ains a 
m atter for the court to decide.

This is a moot question but many 
authorities believe th at the condi­ 
tion is mildly so. There is presump­ 
tive evidence th at the causati\e 
virus is related to the chicken pox 
organism. This was suggested when 
a number of cases of shingles de­ 
veloped in adults in households 
where a child was ill with chicken 
pox, and vice versa. 


SKIN MANIFESTATIONS 
Mrs. P. M. writes: 
W hat can 
c a u s e swelling along each side of 
the nose, on my face, and up to m \ 
eyes which are puffy each day ? 
Sores also break out in these areas. 


REPLY 
There are numerous possibilities, 
including 
a condition known as 
lupus erythematosus. In this dis­ 
ease. the pattern created by the 
lesions across the bridge of the nose 
resembles a butterfly. 


e y e l id t u m o r 
J. M. T. writes: Is there a medi­ 
cine to dissolve a chalazion on the 
eyelid or is surgery necessary? 


REPLY 
These cystlike swellings of the 
eyelid are caused by obstruction of 
one of the oil secreting glands near 
the roots of the eyelashes. Occa­ 
sionally the application of ammoni- 
ated mercury ointm ent combined 
with heat and massage will cause 
small lesions to disappear; but with 
larger ones it is impossible to force 
out the contents and there is no 
drug to dissolve the m aterial. Sur­ 
gery works best and usually is net - 
essary when the cyst is laige.

Imagination Staggered By Thoughts O f W hat Scientific Rain-Making Could Do 


To Nation's Economy; Korean W ar Exposes Flaw In Army's Medical Service

SEATTLE—W hat artificial rain- 
making can do to the F ar W est 
staggers the imagination. I t can 
make this area bloom like a Garden 
of Eden. I t can throw Secretary of 
Agriculture B rannan's 
crop 
pro­ 
gram out of balance. Or it could 
take rain away from other areas 
and make them deserts. 
A brief sample of w hat rain- 
m aking can do occurred a t Prosser, 
W ash., where Leo Horrigan, a big 
w heat rancher, hired Dr. Irving 
Frick, of the W ater Resources De­ 
velopment 
Board 
of 
Pasadena, 
Calif., to seed the clouds at the 
tim e his w heat needed it most. 
As a result, Horrigan’s crop, pre­ 
viously estim ated a t 8 to 10 bushels 
per acre, shot up to 20 bushels per 
acre. His total yield was increased 
by half a m illio n * bushels. 
Scientific seeding of the clouds 
m ight make unnecessary expensive 
irrigation projects, m ight raise the 
w ater level in the dry central val­ 
ley of California, m ight settle the 
bitter water feud between California 
and Arizona over the Colorado river. 
O n the other hand nobody knows 
yet w hether tapping the clouds over 
one area will take rain away iiom 
another. T h at’s why farsighted Sen. 
Clinton Anderson of New Mexico 
proposes legislation to conti ol rain- 
making. 


Battle-Experienced Doctors Needed 


The Korean war has exposed a 
glaring weakness in the Army Medi­ 
cal Service—namely, th at tragically 
few of its doctors were trained for 
front-line hospital work. As a re­ 
sult, wounded G.I.’s suffered need­ 
less agony, even death, on the 
Korean front because Army doctors 
didn’t always know how to set up 
tents, improvise beds or stretchers, 
and organize field operating rooms. 
Most of the young doctors, placed 
in command of field hospital units, 
had never served outside big. mod­ 
ern hospitals. They had little ex­ 
perience under battle conditions, of­ 
ten weren't even taught the funda­ 
m entals of field hospital vv ork. 
Most people don’t know it, but the 
army operates only one small field 
medical training center at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, under the command 
of a veteran field surgeon, Maj. 
Gen. Joseph I. M artin. However, 
only a fraction of army doctors have 
been able to take this tiaining. 
Even the surgeon-general. Maj.» 
Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, has no 
background as a field surgeon but 
was selected on the basis of his 
record for operating large army 
hospitals. Like most of his predeces­ 
sors, Bliss has had excellent hospi­ 
tal training but little experience 
near 
the 
front. 
Most 
military 
branches won’t appoint a chief who 
hasn’t been a field commander, but 
not in the medical corps. 
Though battle-experienced doctors 
have pleaded for better field train­ 
ing, the arm chair hospital 
brass 
have ignored their warnings. M ean­ 
while, the doctors in Korea are say­ 
ing privately: 
“For God’s sake, give us a sur­ 
geon-general who knows what the 
battlefield is, and we’ll teach young 
doctors how and what to do in the 
field.”

Is Taft A Good 
Conservative?

HAT is happening here in 
Ohio gives a precise, clear, 
and orderly picture of some­ 
thing th at has gone wrong 
with the American political system. 
Consider the nature of the contest 
between Sen. Robert A. T aft and his 
Democratic 
rival, 
State 
Auditor 
Joseph Ferguson. * 
On the one hand you have the 
leading conservative politician in 
the United States—* m an whose 
ability is almost universally acknow­ 
ledged, entirely upright, highly in­ 
telligent. He is running for reelec­ 
tion at a time when the country 
desperately needs intelligent con­ 
servative leadership. Here is a man, 
it seems, who m ight supply this 
kind of leadership, never welcoming 
change, but always accepting in­ 
evitable 
change, 
making 
certain 
th at change 
takes 
place 
without 
twisting the social fabric out of 
shape. 
Running against him, is a man 
who is immensely likable and im­ 
mensely unqualified to represent the 
State of Ohio in the United States 
Senate. He is also entirely upright, 
and an examplar of all the minor 
virtues. But as a representative of 
the long American liberal—radical 
tradition he is a joke. He is—and 
he really pretends to be no more— 
than a goodhearted minor politician, 
carefully 
repeating 
the 
opinions 
ground out for him by anonymous 
speech-writers, avoiding like death 
the risk of debate with his oppo­ 
nent, 
substituting 
the 
glittering 
generality and the hearty hand­ 
shake 
for 
any original 
political 
thinking of his own. 


Favors Taft Re-Election 


Aside from this contrast in per­ 
sonalities. every other conceivable 
circumstance seems to favor the tri­ 
um phant re-election of Robert A. 
Taft by a very large majority, It 
is not only that every major organ 
or opinion in Ohio favors Taft; 
th at many regular Democrats view 
the Ferguson candidacy with a dis­ 
taste they make no attem pt to con­ 
ceal; and that this is an off-year 
election. More than all this is the 
fact, that this should logically be 
a time for conservatives, if there 
is ever to be such a time. For the 
country is richer than ever—and 


presumably 
people 
become 
con­ 
servative when they have something 
to conserve. 
In brief, Taft should be a sure 
thing. Yet he is not a sure thing at 
all. Take, for example, the regis­ 
tration figures in Ohio, which are 
remarkably interesting. Registration 
has averaged as much as 20 per cent 
over 1948, in those counties where 
registration is required. This is most 
surprising, for this is an off-year 
election, when voter apathy Is taken 
for granted. 
There are, of course, two ways of 
interpreting the abnormally high 
off-year vote which is apparently in 
prospect. The Taft camp says th at 
the Ohio Republicans are thorough­ 
ly aroused, in sharp contrast to the 
Republican complacency of 1948. 
There is obviously something in 
this. But there seems to be at least 
as much, and perhaps more, in the 
interpretation of 
the labor men 
and Democratic professionals. Both 
Democratic Chairm an Gene Han- 
h art and Labor League Co-Chair­ 
m an Philip Hanna estimate th at 
about 70 per cent of the increased 
registration is anti-Taft. The fact 
th at registration is generally only 
required in counties with big city 
populations seems to support this 
view. And at any rate. T aft’s sup­ 
porters would be delighted by a T aft 
m ajority of 100.000. This is less than 
a thirtieth of the total vote, and 
surely a very small margin for a 
man like Taft, running against a 
m an like Ferguson. 


Administration's Record Poor 


This in turn suggests a rather 
obvious 
conclusion — t h a t 
T aft’s 
brand of conservatism simply does 
not measure up to the times in 
w’hich we live. On domestic policy- 
housing, health, and education, and 
T aft’s proposed amendments to his 
own labor bill—Taft has often seem­ 
ed to move in the time-honored 
conservative tradition of giving an 
inch to avoid giving a ruinous all. 
But the men identified with him in 
the conservative wing of the Re­ 
publican Party, men like Wherry 
and Kem and Jenner and Bricker, 
liave conspicuously refused to give 
even the inch. And Taft himseif 
has given his inch with such obvious 
reluctance that what is really a 
perfectly 
reasonable 
conservative 
program has come to be labelled in 
many voters’ minds as the blackest 
reaction. 
But this is by no means all. Taft

the existence of the Hanley “sell­ 
out” letter, and on Oct. 11 asked 
his lieutenant governor for a copy. 
Hanley refused. Hanley had W'ritten 
the letter to Kingsland Macy in 
September and sent a copy to James 
Leary, a Saratoga Springs lawyer, 
who showed it to various friends.

But in politics, it doesn’t pay to 
have your neck out too early and, 
the best thing Dewey could have 
done to help Ike was to say nothing. 
NOTE—It wasn’t merely because 
of a bank failure that Joe Hanley 
needed money. Joe is a great hand 
at the horse races. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—’There’s 
an insidious propaganda a t work 
here to attem pt to discredit Syng­ 
m an Rhee, president of the Repub­ 
lic of Korea. 
On the surface, it 
resembles the propaganda which 
started fiye years ago against Chiang 
Kai-Shek and ultimately resulted in 
the enforced collapse of the Nation­ 
alist regime in China. 
One high American official who is 
well aware th at the propaganda ex­ 
ists and resents it said today: 
“Is the United States going to 
to get the reputation in Asia of 
helping a government to fight vic­ 
toriously against its external en­ 
emies only to drop it like poison 
thereafter?” 
American aid, military and eco­ 
nomic, went to Chiang Kai-Shek 
when he was helping to keep at bay 
the Japanese armies on the Conti­ 
nent of Asia. But as soon as Japan 
surrendered in 1945, the effort to 
break down the Nationalist govern­ 
m ent began. 
From this the Com­ 
munists derived great satisfaction, 
indeed, it is not yet established how 
much Communist influence did in­ 
filtrate W ashington and produce 
this weakening of American support 
for Chiang Kai-Shek. 


Will Perpetuate Fiction 


Today President Rhee stands as 
the constitutionally 
elected 
exe­ 
cutive of his republic. 
His govern­ 
m ent has been formally recognized 
by the United States and by the 
United Nations as the legitimately 
established government of Korea. It 
has, moreover, been asserted offi­ 
cially by the United States that the 
38th Parallel was not a boundary 
of the republic and th at U. N. re­ 
cognized the entire area of Korea as 
within 
the 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
government of Korea. 
But now skeptics are spreading 
the word th at Dr. Rhee is recogniz­ 
ed only for South Korea, thus en­ 
deavoring to perpetuate the very fic­ 
tion th at the Soviets sought to im­ 
plant with their cry th at the out­ 
break in Korea was just a “civil war.” 
Under the constitution of Korea, Dr. 
Rhee’s term doesn’t expire until 
1952. 
He is president of all Korea 
by virtue of an election th at the 
U. N. approved. He is not just presi­ 
dent of the southern area. 
His 


troops are in the north exercising 
m ilitary control over the northern 
region. 
I t is true th a t U. N. forces are 
assisting the South Korean army 
but this in no wise subtracts from 
the sovereignity of the Korean re­ 
public. It is natural for the U. N. 
which supervised the first elections, 
to see to it th a t supplementary 
elections are held in certain dis­ 
tricts so th at the people in North 
Korea who have been coerced by the 
Communists nowT can choose freely 
the men they want to represent 
them in the Korean leg; dative body. 
But 
this 
program 
of electing 
members to vacancies in the Korean 
congress has nothing to do with the 
legitimacy of the present Korean 
government despite the strange ef­ 
forts of opponents of Dr. Rhee in 
America to try to give the impres­ 
sion th at a new election must be or­ 
dered. 
Used Against Chiang 
The innuendos refer to Dr. Rhee 
as a “reactionary” and as opposed 
to “agrarian reforms” — the very 
same words that, curiously enough, 
cropped up so frequently when the 
Departm ent of State was being 
slowly 
but 
surely 
persuaded 
to 
abandon Chiang Kai-Shek a few 
years ago. 
The Departm ent of State has 
managed to prove to m any fair- 
minded people th at whatever mis­ 
takes it made in handling Chiang 
Kai-Shek were conscientiously made 
and without Communist inspiration, 
directly or indirectly.

Truman Tries Again 


After his miraculous success as an election fore­ 
caster in 1948, President Truman might well rest on 
his laurels. Of course, it might be pointed out that in 
1948 Truman didn’t really think he had a Chinaman’s 
chance of being elected. His ‘‘forecasts” were merely 
an act he was putting on, and none of his cabinet 
thought he would be back in. With one or two excep­ 
tions, he has kicked out all the men who were in his 
cabinet then because they refused to campagin for him. 
As the Literary Digest and the “scientific” poll­ 
sters discovered, the way to lose a reputation for in­ 
fallibility is to make one prediction too many. But Mr. 
Truman has now issued a prediction for 1950, and once 
again he is going against all the dope. 
In 1948 the public opinion polls disagreed with Mr. 
Truman by a wide margin. So did most Democrats as 
well as nearly all Republicans. So did a consensus of 
veteran political reporters, whose past record was 
better than that of the polls. Mr. Truman was obvious­ 
ly whistling in the dark, trying to convince himself 
that he stood a chance. 
The other day he tried again. He told a press 
conference there would be a Democratic landslide 
next month, one that would surprise as many people 
as his 1948 victory. Could he be accidentally right 
again? 
One may venture to doubt it. Off-year elections, 
when no presidential candidates are running, have 
almost Invariably cost the party in power some con­ 
gressional seats. There is no handwriting on the wall 
to indicate that things are likely to be different in 
1950. If the Democrats should actually gain seats, the 
results would be like a miracle. 
Mr. Truman did produce a similar miracle in 1948, 
certainly, but it looks as if he is pressing his luck 
this year. One miracle should be enough for anybody.

INVITATION TO THE NEW BIG FIVE TALKS 


American Novels 


One of the finest collections of American novels 
has been received by the University of Virginia library, 
the gift of Mrs. Robert Coleman Taylor of New York 
City. It comprises examples of all important and many 
unimportant pieces of fiction from the beginnings to 
the present day. Included are many first edtions, 
among which those of “Huckleberry Finn,” Haw­ 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter” and “Ben Hur” would glad­ 
den any collector. The gift has been roughly appraised 
at $25,000. While this may be an accurate figure now, 
It will rise later on; for as complete a collection as 
this could be reassembled, if at all, only at higher 
prices. 
Curiously enough, there is no American fiction 
earlier than the Revolution, though other fields of 
literature were copiously represented. Would-be novel 
writers may have been discouraged by the stiff com­ 
petition from England, for such great masters as 
Fielding, Smollett, Sterne and Richardson were found 
in every book-owning household. 
“The Power of 
Sympathy,” whose authorship is uncertain, is the first 
American novel; it was published in 1789, and is a 
thin story of illicit love, sugar-coated with moral 
reflections. The first good novel, which has been re­ 
printed in recent years, did not appear until 1815. 
This was “Modern Chivalry” by Hugh H. Bracken­ 
ridge. 
It is an account of the adventures of Capt. 
Farrago and his servant Teague O'Regan as they 
Journey over the United States. 
The students who trace our fiction from these 
modest beginnings to the abundant output of today 
will have a most enjoyable time of it, and will gain 
a new light on the United States.

Overriding The Veto 


Will the United Nations in the end be wrecked by 
the big-power veto? That has been a question over­ 
hanging every development of the international body 
since the free-swinging use of the veto was begun 
by Russia. The swift action which has been tak en to 
nullify the veto in dealing with aggression may point 
to the answer. The UN may already have become a 
sufficiently well established institution, with a mind 
and character of its own, to refuse to'be wrecked. 
The plan which has been approved by the Political 
Committee provides machinery by which the General 
Assembly can take over at once any problem of inter­ 
national aggression in which Security Council action 
Is blocked by a veto. The Assembly is a bigger and 
more unwieldy body. But if the temper of its members 
in dealing with a future aggression is as clear and 
overwhelming as it has been in the matter of Korea, 
then it will be able to take prompt and effective action 
lf necessary. 
The net effect is the voiding of the veto in one 
field of UN action. A precedent is set for the nullifica­ 
tion of the veto in any other field whenever the over­ 
whelming ipajority of the member nations conclude 
that the use of the veto is tying the hands of their 
International body. In this significant action the 
United Nations shows, more clearly than ever before, 
the promise that it may become a body capable of 
neutralizing the strength of any major power which 
refuses to co-operate with it.

’HEN I WENT to school the 
matter of blood grouping was 
relatively simple. There were 
four types: I, II, i i i, and IV. 
Several years latter the numerals 
gave way to the letters A, B, AB, 
and O and this classification is 
more descriptive of certain con­ 
stituents that are responsible for 
the differences in our blood. 
Each group has specific substan­ 
ces that wTe will call blood factors, 
as a matter of convenience. Some of 
us have factor A or B or a com­ 
bination of A and B. The remainder 
have none and are called group O. 
The reason why the blood of differ­ 
ent groups cannot be mixed is be­ 
cause the cells clump and stop 
functioning "when they are incom­ 
patible. The exception is the most 
common group, O or IV, that will 
mix with every other group because 
it does not contain specific blood 
factors that are the trouble makers. 
When a series of IOO individuals is 
typed, only five will belong to the 
rarest blood group, AB or I; 40 to 
A or n; 40 to A or II; IO to group 
B or III, and the remainder to O 
or IV. 
• — • — • 


These are the main blood types. 
In Chicago, where typing is being 
recommended for everyone, 
they 
expect to tattoo the results on the 
outer aspect of the left side of the 
chest. This would supplant the dog 
tags that could be blown off with 
the extremities in a bomb attack. 
The plan has merit because the 
blood type never changes and, in 
case of emergency, precious minutes 
or hours are saved if the blood type 
is known immediately. It might well 
be that in the future the American 
will be singled out because of his 
vaccination and tattoo marks. 
There is nothing particularly dif­ 
ficult about blood grouping but the 
subject becomes much more con­ 
fusing when the Rh factor is taken 
into consideration. The Rh factor is 
like factors A and B in that it is 
present in some and not in others; 
85 per cent of the population is Rh 
positive and 15 per cent, Rh nega­ 
tive. Furthermore, the Rh factor 
has been subdivided into Rho, Rhl, 
Rh2, rh’ rh”, hr’, hr” and many 
others. There also is an M and N 
classification. 


With all these subdivisions there 
are at present no less than 864 pos- . 
sible combinations of blood types. 
Since blood groups are hereditary, 
studies along this line often are 
made by anthropologists. In fact, 
some of these authorities suggest 
that we classify races on the basis 
of blood types rather than geografy, 
skin color, or the shape of the head 
or eyelids. 
In cases of disputed paternity, 
blood tests are common. Samples 
are removed from the mother and 
child, and from the man who is 
being questioned. The results that 
follow must be analyzed carefully. 
They can prove that trie man is not 
the father and therein lies their 
value. Beyond this, they show that 
the man could be the father but 
whether he actually is remains a 
matter for the court to decide.

This was suggested when 
a number of cases of shingles de­ 
veloped in adults in households 
where a child was ill with chicken 
pox, and vice versa.

SEATTLE—What artificial rain­ 
making can do to the Far West 
staggers the imagination. It can 
make this area bloom like a Garden 
of Eden. It can throw Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan’s

gram out of balance. Or it could 
take rain away from other areas 
and make them deserts. 
A brief sample of what rain­ 
making can do occurred at Prosser, 
Wash., where Leo Horrigan, a big 
wheat rancher, hired Dr. Irving 
Frick, of the W ater Resources De­ 
velopment 
Board 
of 
Pasadena, 
Calif., to seed the clouds at the 
time his wheat needed it most. 
As a result, Horrigan’s crop, pre­ 
viously estimated at 8 to IO bushels 
per acre, shot up to 20 bushels per 
acre. His total yield was increased 
by half a million’’ bushels. 
Scientific seeding of the clouds 
m ight make unnecessary expensive 
irrigation projects, m ight raise the 
water level in the dry central val­ 
ley of California, might settle the 
bitter water feud between California 
and Arizona over the Colorado river. 
On the other hand nobody knows 
yet whether tapping the clouds over 
one area will take rain away from 
another. T hat’s why farsighted Sen. 
Clinton Anderson of New Mexico 
proposes legislation to control rain­ 
making. 


Battle-Experienced Doctors Needed 


The Korean war has exposed a 
glaring weakness in the Army Medi­ 
cal Service—namely, th at tragically 
few of its doctors were trained for 
front-line hospital work. As a re­ 
sult, wounded G.I.’s suffered need­ 
less agony, even death, on the 
Korean front because Army doctors 
didn’t always know how to set up 
tents, improvise beds or stretchers, 
and organize field operating rooms. 
Most of the young doctors, placed 
in command of field hospital units, 
had never served outside big, mod­ 
ern hospitals. They had little ex­ 
perience under battle conditions, of­ 
ten weren't even taught the funda­ 
mentals of field hospital work. 
Most people don’t know it, but the 
army operates only one small field 
medical training center at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, under the command 
of a veteran field surgeon, Maj. 
Gen. Joseph I. Martin. However, 
only a fraction of army doctors have 
been able to take this training. 
Even the surgeon-general, Maj.# 
Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, has no 
background as a field surgeon but 
was selected on the basis of his 
record for operating large army 
hospitals. Like most of his predeces­ 
sors, Bliss has had excellent hospi­ 
tal training but little experience 
near 
the 
front. 
Most 
military 
branches won’t appoint a chief who 
hasn’t been a field commander, but 
not in the medical corps. 
Though battle-experienced doctors 
have pleaded for better field train­ 
ing, the armchair hospital 
brass 
have ignored their warnings. Mean­ 
while, the doctors in Korea are say­ 
ing privately: 
“For God’s sake, give us a sur­ 
geon-general who knows what the 
battlefield is, and we’ll teach young 
doctors how and what to do in the 
field.”

More On Dewey-Hanley 


Here is more inside on the bitter 
New’ York battle raging over the 
heads of Gov. Torn Dewey and his 
lieutenant governor, Joe Hanley. 
Dewey, it now develops, heard of 


the existence of the Hanley “sell­ 
out” letter, and on Oct. ll asked 
his lieutenant governor for a copy. 
Hanley refused. Hanley had written 
the letter to Kingsland Macy in 
September and sent a copy to James 
Leary, a Saratoga Springs lawyer, 
who showed it to various friends. 
However, Dewey was not able to 
get a copy. 
So he 
instructed Congressman 
William Pfeiffer of 
Brooklyn 
to 
scour the state for the letter. On 
Oct. 13 the Congressman came up 
with a copy and it was two days 
later—Sunday, Oct. 15—that Dewey 
abruptly announced his support of 
general Eisenhower. 
Significantly, the M acy-Gannett 
group, which put up the money for 
Joe Hanley, have also been the 
backstage backers of Eisenhower. 
But in politics, it doesn’t pay to 
have your neck out too early and, 
the best thing Dewey could have 
done to help Ike was to say nothing. 
NOTE;—It wasn’t merely because 
of a bank failure that Joe Hanley 
needed money. Joe is a great hand 
at the horse races. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2&-There’s 
an insidious propaganda at work 
here to attempt to discredit Syng­ 
man Rhee, president of the Repub­ 
lic of Korea. 
On the surface, it 
resembles the propaganda which 
started fiye years ago against Chiang 
Kai-Shek and ultimately resulted in 
the enforced collapse of the Nation­ 
alist regime in China. 
One high American official who is 
w’ell aware that the propaganda ex­ 
ists and resents it said today: 
“Is the United States going to 
to get the reputation in Asia of 
helping a government to fight vic­ 
toriously against its external en­ 
emies only to drop it like poison 
thereafter?” 
American aid, military’ and eco­ 
nomic, went to Chiang Kai-Shek 
when he was helping to keep at bay 
the Japanese armies on the Conti­ 
nent of Asia. But as soon as Japan 
surrendered in 1945, the effort to 
break down the Nationalist govern­ 
ment began. 
From this the Com­ 
munists derived great satisfaction, 
indeed, it is not yet established how 
much Communist influence did in­ 
filtrate Washington and produce 
this weakening of American support 
for Chiang Kai-Shek. 


Will Perpetuate Fiction 


Today President Rhee stands as 
the constitutionally 
elected 
exe­ 
cutive of his republic. 
His govern­ 
ment has been formally recognized 
by the United States and by the 
United Nations as the legitimately 
established government of Korea. It 
has, moreover, been asserted offi­ 
cially by the United States that the 
38th Parallel was not a boundary 
of the republic and that U. N. re­ 
cognized the entire area of Korea as 
within 
the 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
government of Korea. 
But now skeptics are spreading 
the word that Dr. Rhee is recogniz­ 
ed only for South Korea, thus en­ 
deavoring to perpetuate the very fic­ 
tion that the Soviets sought to im­ 
plant with their cry that the out­ 
break in Korea was just a “civil war.” 
Under the constitution of Korea, Dr. 
Rhee’s term doesn’t expire until 
1952. 
He is president of all Korea 
by virtue of an election that the 
U. N. approved. He is not just presi­ 
dent of the southern area. 
His 


troops are in the north exercising 
military control over the northern 
region. 
It is true that U. N. forces are 
assisting the South Korean army 
but this in no wise subtracts from 
the sovereignity of the Korean re­ 
public. It is natural for the U. N. 
which supervised the first elections, 
to see to it that supplementary 
elections are held in certain dis­ 
tricts so that the people in North 
Korea who have been coerced by the 
Communists now* can choose freely 
the men they want to represent 
them in the Korean leg- dative body. 
But 
this 
program 
of electing 
members to vacancies in the Korean 
congress has nothing to do with the 
legitimacy of the present Korean 
government despite the strange ef­ 
forts of opponents of Dr. Rhee in 
America to try to give the impres­ 
sion that a new election must be or­ 
dered. 
Used Against Chiang 
The innuendos refer to Dr. Rhee 
as a “reactionary” and as opposed 
to “agrarian reforms” — the very 
same words that, curiously enough, 
cropped up so frequently when the 
Department of State was being 
slowly 
but 
surely 
persuaded 
to 
abandon Chiang Kai-Shek a few 
years ago. 
The Department of State has 
managed to prove to many fair- 
minded people that whatever mis­ 
takes it made in handling Chiang 
Kai-Shek were conscientiously made 
and without Communist inspiration, 
directly or indirectly. If Dr. Rhee, 
however, now meets the same fate 
at the hands of the Department of 
State that Chiang Kai-Shek did, 
the charges will certainly be renew­ 
ed. If, despite the sacrifices made 
by the American troops to fight 
Communist aggression in Korea, 
the Communists nevertheless win 
their point in weakening Dr. Rhee 
and getting help in that effort from 
various persons inside the American 
government, it will be a sad day for 
American diplomacy. Dr. Rhee needs 
stanch and uniquivocal support. His 
prestige in his own country is at 
stake as word reaches there that 
certain U. N. members and perhaps 
the State Department are cool in 
their attitude.

Is Taft A Good 
Conservative? 


COLUMBUS, OHIO 
HAT is happening here in 
Ohio gives a precise, clear, 
and orderly picture of some­ 
thing th at has gone wrong 
with the American political system. 
Consider the nature of the contest 
between Sen. Robert A. T aft and his 
Democratic 
rival, 
State 
Auditor 
Joseph Ferguson. * 
On the one hand you have the 
leading conservative politician in 
the United States—ia man whose 
ability is almost universally acknow­ 
ledged, entirely upright, highly in­ 
telligent. He is running for reelec­ 
tion at a time when the country 
desperately needs intelligent con­ 
servative leadership. Here is a man, 
it seems, who might supply this 
kind of leadership, never welcoming 
change, but always accepting in­ 
evitable 
change, 
making 
certain 
th at change takes place 
without 
twisting the social fabric out of 
shape. 
Running against him, is a man 
who is immensely likable and im­ 
mensely unqualified to represent the 
State of Ohio in the United States 
Senate. He is also entirely upright, 
and an examplar of all the minor 
virtues. But as a representative of 
the long American liberal—radical 
tradition he is a joke. He is—and 
he really pretends to be no more— 
than a goodhearted minor politician, 
carefully 
repeating 
the 
opinions 
ground out for him by anonymous 
speech-writers, avoiding like death 
the risk of debate with his oppo­ 
nent, 
substituting 
the 
glittering 
generality and the hearty hand­ 
shake 
for 
any original 
political 
thinking of his own. 


Favors Taft Re-Election 


Aside from this contrast in per­ 
sonalities. every other conceivable 
circumstance seems to favor the tri­ 
um phant re-election of Robert A. 
Taft by a very large majority. It 
is not only that every major organ 
or opinion in Ohio favors Taft; 
that many regular Democrats view 
the Ferguson candidacy with a dis­ 
taste they make no attem pt to con­ 
ceal; and that this is an off-year 
election. More than all this is the 
fact that this should logically be 
a time for conservatives, if there 
is ever to be such a time. For the 
country is richer than ever—and 


presumably 
people 
become 
con­ 
servative when they have something 
to conserve. 
In brief, Taft should be a sure 
thing. Yet he is not a sure thing at 
all. Take, for example, the regis­ 
tration figures in Ohio, which are 
remarkably interesting. Registration 
has averaged as much as 20 per cent 
over 1948. in those counties where 
registration is required. This is most 
surprising, for this is an off-year 
election, wrhen voter apathy is taken 
for granted. 
There are, of course, two ways of 
interpreting the abnormally high 
off-year vote which is apparently in 
prospect. The Taft camp says that 
the Ohio Republicans are thorough­ 
ly aroused, in sharp contrast to the 
Republican complacency of 1948. 
There is obviously something in 
this. But there seems to be at least 
as much, and perhaps more, in the 
interpretation of 
the labor men 
and Democratic professionals. Both 
Democratic Chairman Gene Han- 
hart and Labor League Co-Chair­ 
man Philip Hanna estimate that 
about 70 per cent of the increased 
registration is anti-Taft. Tile fact 
that registration is generally only 
required in counties with big city 
populations seems to support this 
view. And at any rate, T aft’s sup­ 
porters would be delighted by a Taft 
majority of 100.000. This is less than 
a thirtieth of the total vote, and 
surely a very small margin for a 
man like Taft, running against a 
m an like Ferguson. 


Administration's Record Poor 


This in turn suggests a rather 
obvious 
conclusion — t h a t 
T a f t’s 
brand of conservatism simply does 
not measure up to the times in 
which we live. On domestic policy- 
housing, health, and education, and 
T aft’s proposed amendments to his 
own labor bill—Taft has often seem­ 
ed to move in the time-honored 
conservative tradition of giving an 
inch to avoid giving a ruinous all. 
But the men identified with him in 
the conservative wing of the Re­ 
publican Party, men like Wherry 
and Kern and Jenner and Bricker, 
liave conspicuously refused to give 
even the inch. And Taft himself 
has given his inch with such obvious 
reluctance that what is really a 
perfectly 
reasonable 
conservative 
program has come to be labelled in 
many voters’ minds as the blackest 
reaction.

NE of the characters of the

In the first few m onths of the 
internal war several persons lost 
th?ii live sand scores were injured 
when speeding mail trains plunged 


over embankments and then were 
riddled with bullets.

Looking for an original idea for 
th at Halloween party?

Lamb Riblets 
Useful Dish 


B tart with lamb riblets, add a 
barbecue sauce and simmer slow- 
ly until tender, then serve over 
snowy white rice. Here’s a wise 
choice for a cool weather meal, 
says home economist Reba Staggs. 
For the homemaker who may 
not be acquainted with lamb rib­ 
lets, Miss Staggs explains that they 
are prepared from a lamb breast. 
The m eat dealer removes the breast 
bone and flank, then cuts between 
the ribs with the resulting meaty 
riblets. 
In barbecuing the lamb it is first 
browned in drippings or lard to 
develop a rich brown color.

In serving, the lamb riblets 
may be arranged over boiled rice, 
topped with the barbecue sauce or 
the sauce may be served in a sep­ 
arate dish.

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Boys and girls of high school age know that they should eat a good 
breakfast. The figures from a nationwide survey among teen-agers 
tell us that. However, their record for good breakfast habits doesn’t 
come up to par. 
The reasons they give reveal several interesting and important facts 
about the food habits of this age group. As they grow older, their 
breakfast habits become worse. In fact, abdut one out of four of the 
older girls skips breakfast. This is twice as many as among younger 
girls. Almost half of the girls had no breakfast, or they ate foods that 
weren’t adequate for a nutritious morning meal. 
To get to the reasons for their actions, many teen-agers tell us that 
they do not have or do not take the time for a leisurely breakfast in 
the morning. Others Say they’re just not hungry in the morning. Yet 
about a third of them have some kind of a snack between breakfast 
time and noon. They consume sweets, such as candy, cake, or ice cream 
during the morning, and also cokes, sandwiches, and the like. 
Such mid-morning snacks don’t take the place of a good breakfast, 
however. When you get up in the morning, your “stove” is cold; the 
body needs some fuel to get started for the day. The only way to start 
the day right is with a good breakfast. 
Plan to serve a cereal breakfast for one that’s good for them, at­ 
tractive, and easy to prepare. Today’s menu is typical. The fruit course 
is a combination of fresh orange sections and grapes. Shredded wheat 
with milk is the breakfast main dish, one which is qu}ck to prepare. 
Sweet rolls from the baker, butter, and hot chocolate complete a menu 
that would be hard to resist—even by fad-happy teen-agers.

Look For 
Less Known 
Pork Cuts 


Present a tasty debut at your 
dinner table! If you're like many 
homemakers this will be possible as 
there are numerous cuts of meat 
that you have never introduced to 
your family. 
According to meat cookery expert 
Reba Staggs, three pork cuts which 
are 
often 
overlooked 
by 
home­ 
makers are; fresh picnic shoulder, 
smoked shoulder butt and pork 
hocks. 
An attractive roast is in store for 
the homemaker when she purchases 


a fresh picnic shoulder. It may be 
boned and formed into a roll or It 
may be prepared as a cushion-style 
roast. (The shoulder boned, but left 
flat and sewed around all but one 
side which is left open for a flavor­ 
ful fruit or bread stuffing.) 
For a small family the smoked 
shoulder butt is ideal. This is the 
eye muscle of the fresh Boston butt 
which has been cured and smoked. 
It may be simmered in water to 
cover or roasted in a 300 degrees F. 
oven. Or the butt may be sliced 
for panbroiling. 
Wedge shaped pork hocks are 
simply prepared by the braising 
method. Alter browning in lard or 
drippings they are seasoned with 
salt and pepper, a small amount 
of liquid added, the utensil covered 
and cooked until the meat is tender.

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Boys and girls of high school age know that they should eat a good 
breakfast. The figures from a nationwide survey among teen-agers 
tell us that. However, their record for good breakfast habits doesn’t 
come up to par. 
The reasons they give reveal several interesting and important facts 
about the food habits of this age group. As they grow older, their 
breakfast habits become worse. In fact, abdut one out of four of the 
older girls skips breakfast. This is twice as many as among younger 
girls. Almost half of the girls had no breakfast, or they ate foods that 
weren’t adequate for a nutritious morning meal. 
To get to the reasons for their actions, many teen-agers tell us that 
they do not have or do not take the time for a leisurely breakfast in 
the morning. Others Say they’re just not hungry in the morning. Yet 
about a third of them have some kind of a snack between breakfast 
time and noon. They consume sweets, such as candy, cake, or ice cream 
during the morning, and also cokes, sandwiches, and the like. 
Such mid-morning snacks don’t take the place of a good breakfast, 
however. When you get up in the morning, your “stove” is cold; the 
body needs some fuel to get started for the day. The only way to start 
the day right is with a good breakfast. 
Plan to serve a cereal breakfast for one th at’s good for them, at­ 
tractive, and easy to prepare. Today's menu is typical. The fruit course 
is a combination of fresh orange sections and grapes. Shredded wheat 
with milk is the breakfast main dish, one which is quick to prepare. 
Sweet rolls from the baker, butter, and hot chocolate complete a menu 
that would be hard to resist—even by fad-happy teen-agers.

Present a tasty debut at your 
dinner table! If you're like many 
homemakers this will be possible as 
there are numerous cuts of meat 
that you have never introduced to 
your family. 
According to meat cookery expert 
Reba Staggs, three pork cuts which 
are 
often 
overlooked 
by 
home­ 
makers are: fresh picnic shoulder, 
smoked shoulder 
butt and 
pork 
hocks. 
An attractive roast is in store for 
the homemaker when she purchases 


a fresh picnic shoulder. It may be 
boned and formed into a roll or it 
may be prepared as a cushion-style 
roast. (The shoulder boned, but left 
flat and sewed around all but one 
side which is left open for a flavor­ 
ful fruit or bread stuffing.) 
For a small family the smoked 
shoulder butt is ideal. This is the 
eye muscle of the fresh Boston butt 
which has been cured and smoked. 
It may be simmered in water to 
cover or roasted in a 300 degrees F. 
oven. Or the butt may be sliced 
for panbroiling. 
Wedge shaped pork hocks are 
simply prepared by the braising 
method. Atter browning in lard or 
drippings they are seasoned with 
salt and pepper, a small amount 
of liquid added, the utensil covered 
and cooked until the meat is tender.

The old 
bridge has been inundated on sever­ 
al occasions when the waters of 
the creek flooded, Chaires said. 
The old bridge will be left intact 
for the present, Chaires said. 
The seven-mile long relocation job 
is not expected to be completed 
until some time next year and upon 
its finish will provide a route across 
Sideling Hill Mountain without the 
grades and sharp curves of the pres­ 
ent roadway. 
Cost of the project is well above 
two million dollars. 
Main construction work underway 
on the project besides the bridge is 
the cutting through solid rock In 
several places almost to a depth of 
100 feet, Chaires said. 
There are also several road pro 
Jects underway in Garrett county 
and work on two county-sponsored 
Jobs is expected to start soon. They 
are the Lower Town Creek and 
Mill Run roads.

Burke stated: “We hope we can 
hold the number at its present level, 
but we cannot predict for the fu­ 
ture.” 
The plant has 
ample 
orders, 
Burke said. The demand, he added, 
has eased off somewhat with the 
end of the scare buying period. 
One rubber company announced 
»n increase in prices Wednesday. 
When asked about Kelly’s price 
plans, Burke said the firm has not 
determined its trend. 
However, the status of the plant 
may change. The National Produc­ 
tion Authority, which issued the 
regulation on the cutback, provides 
for a deeper cut, to 63 per cent of 
the 12-month period ending June 
30, in December. 
Just how this will effect the plant 
here has not been determined. To 
supplement the lecrease in natural 
rubber there will be an increase in 
the use of synthetic rubber.
